2. (Original) A data processing system, as chimed in Claim 1 , wherein said first 
computer software means further comprises: 

means for inputting and storing on said storage means\ystem information.

13. (Presently Amended) A method of managing and processing broker 
transaction data, said nrethod comprising the steps of: 

inputting broker transaction data on a broker computer of a data processing system 
reflective of a trade to be executed of a security; 

forwarding the broker transaction data to a main computer having a main database; 

recording the transaction d\ta on the main database in the form of an original trade 

record; 

forwarding the original trade\ record to a branch manager's computer for 
approval/rejection of the original trade record by the branch manager; 

returning the original trade record to th^pain database indicating approval/rejection 
by the branch manager; and 

returning the approved/rejected original trad^ record to the broker computer for 
evaluation by the broker representative; 

wherein said method takes place in the data proce\sing system, and said transaction 
data and said trade record arc manipulated electronically. 
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14s. (Original) A method, as claimed in Claim 13, wherein: 
transfer of the transaction data and the trade record is conducted in a secure 
environment by encryption and decryption. 

15. (Original A method, as claimed in Claim 13, further including the step of: 
changing an element of data on the original trade record; 
recording the change of data in the original trade, record; and 
creating a display in theVorm of a comparative report showing the original trade 

record, and the original trade recora as amended with the changed data element. 

16. (Original) A method, as claimed in Claim 13, further including the steps of: 
managing a plurality of trade record^ by said inputting, forwarding, recording, 
second forwarding, returning, and secotad returning steps; and 
creating an output reflective of the pluralifyof trade records in the form of a desired 

report. 

1 7. (Original) A method, as claimed in Claim \$ 9 wherein said desired report is 
a daily trade blotter. 



18. (Original) A method, as claimed in Claim 16, wherein: 
said desired report is a check/securities received blotter. 
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\%, (Original) A method, as claimed in Claim 16, wherein: 
said desired report is in the form of a buy and sell ticket. 

20. (Original) A method, as claimed in Claim 16, wherein: 
said desired report is in the form of a client activity log. 

21. (Original) AViethod, as claimed in Claim 16, wherein: 
said desired report is in\he form of a trade audit report. 

22. (Original) A method, claimed in Claim 13, further including the steps of: 
inputting authentication data to gain authority to access the data processing system 

including a password, user ID, and systemYO; and 

verifying the authentication data to determine access to the data processing system. 

23. (Original) A method, as claimed in Claim 21, further including the step of: 
creating an output in the form of a log-ins report reflective of log-ins made to the data 

processing system. 



24. _ (Original) A method of processing and momtoriW broker transaction data 
in the form of e-mail messages sent to a broker representative, said \ethod comprising the 
steps of: 
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receiving an incoming e-mail message from a party requesting a trade of a security, 
5 the e-mail message being received on a broker computer of a data processing system; 

forwardiW the received e-mail message to a main server computer, and recording the 
e-mail message on \main database of the main computer; 

forwarding the e-mail message to a branch manager's computer of the data processing 

system; 

10 signifying approval/ejection of the e-mail message by a branch manager operating 

the branch manager's computer^ 

returning the appro ved/rej^ted e-mail message to the main database of the main 
computer; 

recording the status of the approve/rejected e-mail message in the main database; 
1 5 returning the e-mail message to the brfc^er representative computer for review by the 

broker representative; and 

creating an output in the form of a compliar^e report reflective of rejected e-mail 
messages.

1 0 control protocol listener accepts data ^try requests from users to store and retrieve data on 
the main server database;

5 means for transmitting and receiving data in a secure enwronment to and from various 

remote locations, a first computer software means for creating trade data concerning a 
particular trade in the form of a trade record, a second computer software means for 
reviewing said trade data and for approving/disapproving of the n&de record, and third 
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computensoftware means for maintaining security measures for the data processing system 
1 0 to prevent unauthorized access in use of the trade data; 

enteringN^nd recording the trade data into a main server database of the storage 

means; 

creating data fil^s in the main server database corresponding to the entered trade data; 
monitoring modifications made to the entered trade data residing in the respective 
1 5 data files; and 

reporting the modifications made to the trade data in a display generated by the data 
processing system.

inputting broker transaction data by means of a first computer sof?Wre means on a 
remote computer of the data processing system reflective of a trade of a security; 
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forwarding the broker transaction data to a main computer communicating with the 
1 0 main server database; 

recording\jie transaction data on the main server database in the form of an original 
trade record; 

forwarding the\original trade record to a second remote computer for review 
facilitated by a second computer software means to include approval/rejection of the original 
15 trade record by a user of the\econd computer; 

returning the original trade record to the main server database including an indication 
of the approval/rejection by the ufeer of the second computer; 

returning the approved/rejected original trade record to the first computer for 
evaluation by the user of the first computer; and 
20 wherein said transaction data and said trade record are manipulated electronically.

creating an outout reflective of the managing and processing of the broker transaction 
data wherein said output is in the form of a desired report. 



44. A method, asVlaimed in claim 40, further including the steps of: 
managing a plurality of tWe records by said inputting, forwarding, recording, second 
forwarding, returning, and seconaureturning steps; and 

creating an output reflective the plurality of trade records in the form of a desired 

report. 



45 . A method, as claimed in claim W 9 wherein said desired report is a daily trade 



blotter. 



46. A method, as claimed in claim 40, wheiiein: 
said desired report is a check/securities received motter. 

47. A method, as claimed in claim 40, wherein: 



said desired report is in the form of a buy and sell ticket. 
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
